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( 57 ) Abstract: The present invention provides for a pharmaceutical composition and methods for treating psychosis comprising the 
combination or a first component which is an atypical antipsychotic with a second component which is a mGlu2/3 receptor agonist. 

Q The present invention also provides for a pharmaceutical composition and method of treating a psychiatric disorder comprising 
the combination of a first component which is an atypical antipsychotic with a second component which is a compound which 

^ allosterically enhances receptor activity for mGlu2 and/or mGlu3. 
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
